A v a la n c h e o t P e a t, 


W a s h in g t o n , August 
17th.— Secretary 
Bayard has receivrrt a dispatch from the 
United States Consul at I’ort Stanley, Falk­ 
land Islands, giving an account of a slip of 
peat which occurred on the night of June 
2d. causing a loss of life and great destruc­ 
tion ol'property, extending the entire length 
of the south shore of the harbor, and at a 
slight elevation. It is the peat from which 
the laboring public procure their fuel. 
There are no channels which drain the 
bog, and large quantities of water collect 
there during the long rains, which at cer­ 
tain seasons last for days at a tim e. For 
three days previous to the disaster a rain­ 
storm bad prevailed. About 8 o’clock in 
the evening the bog began to quake, and 
finally, with a noise like thunder, it broke 
loose and rushed down upon the town, car­ 
rying everything in its way, blocking np 
the streets and piling up the peat in places 
to the higbt of six or eight feet. Solid 
stone walls were rent asunder, fences, 
porches and iron lanip-posts torn away. 
The boat-houses were all swept away be­ 
fore its m arch. The bewildered and terri­ 
fied population believed their town was 
being destroyed by an earthquake. The 
avalanche lasted only an hour, and its path 
was one of great devastation. 
A mass 
of scattered peat, am ounting to no less than 
50,000 tons, lies over the town. 
A boy of 7 
and an old man nam ed Patrick Keating 
were lost. 
At the date of the dispatch, 
fourteen days after the slide, people living 
near ilie inundated parts arc fearing an­ 
other disaster, and were constantly on the 
alert. 
C o n v e n tio n o f K n ig h ts o f L a b o r. 
New Y ork. August 17th.—The Tribune's 
Scranton special of the lfith says : General 
Master W orkm an I’owderly spoke freely 
to-day in regard to the coining Convention 
of the K nights of Labor of N orth America 
at K ichm ond on October 4th. 
H e said the 
Convention might be termed a vast labor 
exchange. 
It will be tho largest gathering 
representing the interests of labor that 
lias ever been called together in any part of 
the world in ancient or modern times. He 
further said : ■’ The delegates at the Con­ 
vention will directly represent a constit­ 
uency of 1,000,000 
working 
men and 
women. 
W e have fully 1,000,000 members 
who are directly or indirectly connected 
with the association, while those who are 
not in good standing will not fall short of 
500,Olio, so that in all the Convention will 
speak for 1,500,1)00 people.” 
Powderly pre­ 
dicts that it will be an unusually harm o­ 
nious meeting. 
The insurance law will 
undergo entire revision at the Convention, 
and a oommittee on the revision of the 
laws and constitution of the Order is now 
in session at Philadelphia. Special action 
will be taken on strikes and boycotts. 
Duilding; n G o th ic C lia p e l. 
N ew York, August 17th.—C. P. H unting­ 
ton, who resides at W estchester, is having 
built at the home of his childhood, L itch ­ 
field. Conn., a handsom e gothic cliapel for 
the Unitarians of that place. The chapel 
is 28 by 45 feet, of Ohio freestone rock, 
faced with ash ; the interior is of white oak, 
and the flooring of yellow pine. 
In the 
chancel a lmndsoi e oak screen will be 
placed. The chapel costs $20,000, has a 
seating capacity of 2,000, and will he com­ 
pleted in October next. 
H untington is 
also having plans drawn 
for a public 
library, which he intends to have built at 
Litchfield. 
T lie A n a r c h is t T r ia l. 
Chicago, A ugust 17th.—This is the fif­ 
tieth day of the anarchists’ trial, and Cap­ 
tain Black, tho leading counsel for the de­ 
fense, is m aking tlic closing speech for the 
anarchists. The substance of his argu­ 
ment was that the m an who threw the 
bomb, and no one else, was responsible for 
the results of the H aym arket meeting. He 
aid the State had attem pted to secure a 
mviction by appealing to the ju ry ’s preju­ 
dice and passion, and by absurdly declar­ 
ing that the security of our institutions de­ 
pended on the punishm ent of these men. 
In d ia n M u r d e r e r K ille d . 
A ustin (Tex.), August 17th.—Last week 
F,d. Lineberger, a pioneer farm er of Smoky 
Ya ley, w ;s cut to pieces with an ax by u 
drunken Indian, who also shot his squaw, 
stole a horse and rifle and left. Two days 
after the ludían applied to H utton’s ranch 
for som ething to eat. F or a tim e he re­ 
fused to get off his horse, but H utton finally 
persuaded him to. The Indian placed his 
rifle against a fence, when it was s ized by 
another white m an. 
A fierce struggle fol­ 
lowed for the possession of the gun, when 
H utton rushed out of his house with a rifle 
and shot thS Indian dead. 
There is much 
dissatisfaction in this vicinity over the sell­ 
ing of whisky to the Indians. 
T he Texas and Pacific R ailroad. 
New York. August 17tb.—The modified 
plans of the W istar com m ittee for the re­ 
organization of the Texas and Pacific Iiail- 
road was made public to-day. 
Its pro­ 
visions, in m any respects, are identical 
with the Flem ing plan. 
The im portant 
differences are as follows : 
First, $525,000 
of the capital stock shall be issued in pay­ 
m ent of the floating debt due the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad Company (not exceeding 
$1,305,000), Messrs. Koebar, Loebe it Co., 
the syndicate, is to receive 5 per cent, in 
cash, or in first mortgage bonds at the 
comm ittee's option, for guaranteeing the 
conversion of the 
present consolidated 
bonds into new securities. 
The syndicate 
has obligated itself to take the receiver's 
certificates to the am ount of $500,000, bear­ 
ing ti per cent, interest, at par, and it is to be 
substituted for any non-assenting stock­ 
holders upon paym ent ol 0 per cent, per 
share. T he com m ittee shall have power 
to negotiate with all companies for run­ 
ning powers, term inals, etc., or to m ake 
contests therefor, binding upon the new 
company, including traffic and other agree­ 
m ents, for use in all or in part of the 
tracks, lines and term inals owned by it. 
The last provision is part of the old W is­ 
tar plan. 
E xtradition T r e a ty K etneon the U n ite d 
S ta tes a n d J a p a n . 


W a s h in g t o n , August 17th.—It is ex­ 
pected that the formal exchange of copies 
of the extradition 
treaty between the 
United States and Japan will soon be an­ 
nounced from Tokio, and that its prom ul­ 
gation by the two Governments will take 
place im m ediately thereafter. This treaty 
was ratified by the United States Senate on 
the 21st of last June, but the Senate made 
some m inor am endm ents in its text, which 
rendered it necessary that the document 
should be again subm itted to the Japan au­ 
thorities. 
Inform ation has now been re­ 
ceived that Japan accepts the am endm ents, 
and is ready for the last step in the m atter 
for a formal exchange. The Japanese au­ 
thorities are quite enthusiastic over the con­ 
sum m ation of this treaty, but not so much 
on account of its provisions, which are 
sim ilar in general term s to those of the ex­ 
isting treaty between the United States and 
Great Britain, as because ol the fact that it 
constitutes a step in the progress of that 
nation toward a position of equality with 
the most enlightened nations of the earth. 
Action of the P rinters. 
N ew York, A ugust 17th.—The leading 
topic among workingmen to day is the 
manifesto of Typographical Union, No. 6, 
substantially declaring its independence of 
the Central Labor Union. The cause of 
the break is the appointm ent of a person 
for Grand M arshal at the approaching gen­ 
eral parade of the various city trades, who 
is hostile to the principles of trades-union­ 
ism. 
It is no secret that the printers have 
long been restive under what they charac­ 
terize as the dictatorial and domineering 
disposition of the Central Labor Union, and 
they have been waiting a fitting opportunity 
to sever their connection with it. 
A D o a b le T ra g ed y . 
D enver (Col.), August 17th.—A special 
from Albuquerque, N. M., says ; A double 
tragedy occurred in the town of Magda­ 
lena, resulting in the death of John Lynch 
and Joe Van W inkle. Both were cowboys, 
and became involved in a personal diffi­ 
culty w kift under the influence of liquor. 
It is stated that Tan W inkle, who was 


comparatively a stranger, was the first to 
pull his gun. 
H e was at once shot down 
by Lynch, who then proceeded to riddle 
his hotly with bullet holes. 
Lynch was 
ubont to m ount his horse and rscape, when 
he was shot deadaby friends of Van W in­ 
kle. 
A m an nam ed Brown, who is sup­ 
posed to have killed Lynch, has escaped. 
The tragedy has created intense excitem ent 
in Magdalena and vicinity. 
T lie A b a n d o n ed P ro p erty in th e U nited 
S ta tes T rea su ry . 
W ashington, August 17th.—Some time 
ago acting Secretary Fairchild instructed 
Mr. Krites, Chief of Division of the aban­ 
doned property, to carry into effect the pro­ 
visions of the Act of Congress authorizing 
the Secretary of the Treasury to deliver to 
the rightful owners certain articles of 
jewelry, etc., captured by the United States 
arm y during thecivil war, and deposited iu 
the Treasury Departm ent. Mr. Krites has 
accordingly prepared rules and regulations 
which will govern the restoration of all 
such articles, and.Has just concluded an ex­ 
am ination of the articles on deposit. They 
are contained in two boxes, and consist of 
silverware, jewelry, portraits, watches, etc. 
One 
of 
the 
boxes 
contained nearly 
five hundred 
watches of 
gold, 
silver 
and brass, and a num ber of jack-knives, 
pocket-books, 
letters, fte. 
These were 
m ainly taken from prisoners of war who 
died in tlie hospitals around W ashington, 
Cape Lookout and Elm ira, and were depos­ 
ited in tlie treasury by Gen. Ketchara. 
Some 
of them , however, belonged to 
U nion soldiers, who died during the war 
near the places designated. T he other box 
contained a lot of articles captured by Gen. 
Sherm an's troops in Camden, S. C.. in the 
early part of 1,5115. They consist of family 
jdate, jewelry, etc., which had been de­ 
posited in the bank at Camden by Mr. Mc- 
Kea and other w ealthy residents of that 
section. 
W hen 
the Union 
arm y ap­ 
proached the town an effort was made to 
transfer the articles to a place of safety, 
hut it did not succeed, as the troops came 
upon the scene while the transfer was be­ 
ing made. 
Many of the principal arti­ 
cles belonging to Mr. McRea were restored 
to him by special Act of Congress, in ]s82. 
An inventory has been made, and it is 
thought the articles can easily be identified 
by their owners. They will be restored upon 
application, accompanied by satisfactory 
evidence of ownership. 
The two boxes are 
believed to contain all the property of the 
character described now in the United 
States Treasury, except possibly the pre­ 
sentation swords belonging 
to General 
Twiggs, and captured by General Butler in 
New Orleans. 
It is an unsettled question 
as yet w hether these swords can be restored 
u n d erth e provisions of the Act referred to 
above. All articles mentioned, which have 
not been restored by application, will be 
advertised for one year front this lime, 
and will then be sold"at public auction. 
T h e P r o h ib itio n M o v em en t In N ew Vorlt. 
N ew York. August 17th.—For nearly 
three hours last night the County Prohibi­ 
tion Convention sat in Lyric H all, listen­ 
ing to speeches and glees, and finally 
adopted a platform , and then went home 
w ithout putting a m an in nom ination for 
office. Joseph J . Bogardtis became tempo­ 
rary Chairm an. On taking the chair lie 
made a speech which roused the Conven­ 
tion to a high pitch of enthusiasm . H e 
said the Convention had been called to de­ 
vise means to purify the politics of the city. 
“ This city,” he said, “ is governed by nten 
who are unscrupulous and desirous only of 
personal gain. 
It is time that men of in­ 
tegrity and responsibility, men opposed to 
the dom inant rum power, should he cboseu 
to office. Its nom inating conventions have 
their work cut out in the liquor saloons 
and m ust follow the nom inees into office. 
It is tim e this was stopped. 
The front 
men of both parties think so, yet the old 
parties are afraid to try to overthrow the 
liquor traffic.” 
Editor Funk, of the Voire, said he re­ 
turned from California Sunday nnd there 
was more enthusiasm there 
than here 
in the temperance cause. 
The question 
was surely forcing itself into politics. 
He 
read a dispatch from Texas that a Prohibi­ 
tion ticket would be put in the field there. 
The truth was that the Prohibitionists in 
the South were tired of Democratic tricks, 
just as the Prohibitionists N orth were tired 
of Republican tricks, and the demand now 
was for a n w party that would win the 
best men of both tlie old parties. This 
sentim ent was loudly cheered. 
E ffects o f a Itlow . 
N ew York, A ugust 17th.—A middle- 
aged, well-dressed m an rushed into the 
West Thirtieth-street police station at m id­ 
night last Sunday, crying, “They are try­ 
ing to kill m e !" 
He was locked up. and 
yesterday m orning taken to the Jefferson 
M arket Police Court. 
Ho had grown com ­ 
posed during the night. 
lie was Henry G. 
Bixby, a m ining engineer. 
From 
his 
friends it was learned th at Bixby was well 
known in California, where he was inter­ 
ested in m any m ining ventures, and at one 
tim e was considered quite wealthy. H e has 
a wife and two children in Boston. 
One 
year ago he traveled through Europe with 
a colored valet, and visited London, Paris 
nnd Vienna. 
Since his return he has been 
stopping at the M etropolitan Hotel. He in­ 
tended to go to San Francisco last week, 
but on stepping from the Sixth-avenue car 
at Forty-second street, on his way to the 
hotel, he struck his head against a pillarof 
the elevated railroad. 
H e was stunned, 
but soon recovered and went home without 
assistance. 
He has since complained of 
severe headaches and inability to sleep. 
H is friends noticed that he acted queerly, 
although he appeared able to attend to 
business.

FO R E IG N NEW S. 


I in p o te n c y o f th o CSoverninent. 
London, August 17th.—The sham eful 
impotency of the G overnm ent in dealing 
with the Belfast riots has aroused a strong 
feeling throughout England and Scotland. 
The impression is growing that the author­ 
ities are unw illing to exert their powers 
against th e Orangemen, and that an exten­ 
sion of the disturbance is about to take 
place, with the knowledge and connivance 
of men in high position in Downing street. 
The Government is considering measures 
for the complete disarm am ent of both 
sides; but this is generally believed to be 
put ont to satisfy public clamor. 
If dis­ 
arm am ent is really undertaken it is consid­ 
ered certain that Lord R andolph Churchill's 
influence will be exerted to coniine it to 
the Nationalists. Orange influences are all­ 
powerful w ith the present Government. It 
is conceded on every side the struggle will 
assume the proportions of civil war before 
the w inter sets in. A m em ber of the Gov­ 
ernm ent stated last night that the Ministry 
consider the riots unansw erable proof that 
Ireland is not a homogeneous nation and 
th at the two sections m ust be dealt with 
separately. 
M eeting o f E n g lish H op -E arm ers. 
London, August 17th.—A meeting of 
iiop-farmers from all the bop-growing dis­ 
tricts in England was held at Tunbridge to­ 
day. 
Resolutions 
were 
unanim ously 
adopted declaring that tlie present depres­ 
sion in the hop-growing industry is the re­ 
suit of the undue preference shown for im ­ 
porters of foreign hops by railway com pa­ 
nies, in carrying foreign hops at lower 
rates 
than 
can 
be 
obtained 
by 
the hom e producers. 
The 
resolutions 
suggest a legislative regulation of freight­ 
age, a 
reasonable 
im port 
duty, and 
a law to prohibit the landing of foreign 
hops, unless sealed, and accompanied by a 
certificate giving the season and district in 
which such bale was grown, signed hv the 
district authorities. T he resolution further 
advises the creation of a M inistry of Agri­ 
culture. 
B ritish P o litic s —G la d sto n e's C ou rse. 
London, August 17th.—Mr. Gladstone 
will neither initiate not prolong a discussion 
w ith reference to Ireland in the debate on 
the address in reply to the Queen's speech. 
H is followers acquiesce in this decision, 
although the speech from the throne will 
not indicate Lord Salisbury's Irish policy. 
It is understood that either Lord liando!))!) 
Churchill, or Sir M ichael Hicks-Beach, 
during the debate, will intim ate that a 
measure will be introduced next year, deal­ 
ing with local governm ent and land ques­ 
tions. The Gladstonians will accept such 
intim ation 
as 
sufficient 
for the pres­ 
en t; 
but the I'arnellites appear to he 
determined to ‘press for details, in which 
event a lengthy discussion will probably en­ 
sue. As soon as the address hxs been 
adopted the Governm ent will move that 
the supply bills have precedence. 
It is be­ 
lieved that, notw ithstanding the expectation 
of the I’arnellites. the House will be pro­ 
rogued September lOtii until the first week 
in November, when, unless some unto­ 
ward event should occur, it will be further 
prorogued until the beginning of February. 
The Government w hips have advised the 
Conservatives that it will be useless to give 
notice of the introduction of now bills in 
the present situation, and no private,!¡ills 
will be discussed. 
A R enew al of Rioting. 
B elfast, A ugust 17th.—There was a re­ 
newal of the fighting to-day between the 
Catholics and Orangemen, and stones were 
freely used. 
The m ilitary charged the 
rioters and quickly dispersed them .

W ants A ccurate Accounts. 
DTrlin, August 17tli.—The Irish Loyal 
Patriotic Union has requested its agems 
through the country to send to headquar­ 
ters an accurate and detailed account of the 
doings of the National league, which is

The growing conviction that the Repub­ 
lican standard hearer in 1553 is to come out 
of the W est has set the press of the States 
included in the favored region to canvass­ 
ing the m erits of their great m en. So far 
us California is concerned, the quest for the 
citizen best suited for the honor is easy. 
There is hut one m an among us whose 
name has been advanced, and th at is Sena­ 
tor Stanford. 
W e are not aware that he 
has ever expressed a desire to be consid­ 
ered as a candidate for the nom ination, or 
that discussion of his qualifications is 
agreeable to his wishes ; nevertheless, for 
m any m onths past, he hxs undoubtedly 
been growing in im portance in a presi­ 
dential sense. There are good reasons for 
this. 
In his yet brief career as a Senator 
he has m ade a m arked 
impression at 
W ashington. 
In d eed .it is safe to say tb it 
no new Senator has ever in so short a tim e 
established so strong an influence at tho 
Capital. Although a Republican, his ad­ 
vice has uniform ly had great weight with 
the departm ents and tlie President. 
In the 
Senate he has been active, not only in the 
committees, but on the floor as a speaker, 
and he ranks w ith the best men in the 
cham ber. 
It is easy enough to understand why 
Senator Stanford should he thought of 
when the Presidency is under notice. H e 
would have m any elem ents of strength. 
None—not even political enemies who have 
fought him since the days when he was 
California's war Governor—deny his m en­ 
tal capacity. 
H e is a man of philosophic 
breadth of intellect, and although for many 
years imm ersed in business, he yet re­ 
tained the inclination, and found the time, 
to be a student. 
He is very rich, it is true, 
but he is larger than his wealth. 
Stanford 
is one of the few m illionaires of the coun­ 
try who uses his wealth not as a means of 
selfish gratification, but as a trust. H is 
success in the m anagement of his vast pri­ 
vate interests gave a promise, which has 
been fulfilled, that he would bring to the 
discharge of his Senatorial duties sound 
business capacity—and the same promise 
extends to the larger duties of the Presi­ 
dency. The business m en of the country 
would naturally regard with pleasure the 
nom ination ot one of their own class, and no 
one would feel that th e m aterial welfare of 
the country was in any peril were Stanford 
in the W hite House. 
As for the working­ 
men of the land, they could not—as their 
fellows of California can tell them —wish 
for a better friend. Since he has sat a» a 
Senator no man has exhibited a profounder 
grasp of the labor problem than Stanford, 
and his whole coarse as an em ployer has 
demonstrated the sincerity of bis utterances 
in W ashington. W hatever discontent might 
exist elsewhere in California am ong the 
wage-earners, there has never been a strike 
upon the railroad system control led by 
Stanford. The wages paid by his roads 
have always been the highest, and no com­ 
plaint has at any tim e arisen that he was 
using the power which his wealth and 
position gave him to oppress those who de­ 
pended for their livelihood upon the labor 
of their hands. 
Should the Republican party come West 
for a Presidential candidate, it should come 
as fir as the Pacific. 
It m ay starch the 
Union over, and it will find n* more capa­ 
ble or available man than Leland Stanford. 


A HEAVY DEFAULTER. 


O v e r H a lf a M illio n D o lla rs S to le n b y a 
C o rp o ra tio n T r e a s u r e r . 
fpy Telegraph.) 
Boston, August 17th.—The publication 
of the fact that W in. Gray, Jr., Treasurer of 
the Atlantic and Indian Orchard Mills cor­ 
porations. is a defaulter to an enorm ous 
am ount, has created greet excitem ent here. 
It is believed that his stealings will am ount 
to over h alf a m illion dollars. 
Gray was 
deposed from the trensurership of both 
corporations several days ago. W in. H ooper 
was clmsea tempo:, y Treasurer of the A t­ 
lantic Mills and Edmund Dwight of the 
Indian Orchard Mills. The assets of tbft 
two corporations am ount to more than 
$4.000,000, and it is not believed that the 
solvency of either is impaired by Gray’s 
operations. 
Tire capital of the A tlantic 
Mills is $1,000,000. and its assets, according 
to the last annual statem ent, excec i$ 2,0o0,- 
000. The capital of the Indian Orchard 
Mills is $600.000. Tlie assets are nearly 
three tim es that sum . 
Gray lias been 
Treasurer for the form er for ten years and 
of the latter corporation for eight years. 
H e ha 
occupied a foremost position in 
business and social circles. 
H e has lived 
magnificently and been regarded as very 
wealthy. 
H e owns the fine cntter H uron, 
and has been Commodore of the Dorches­ 
ter Yacht (Tub foi several years. Gray is 
about 50 years old and has a wife ami two 
children. 
The Managing Directors of the A tlantic 
Mills Company are engaged upon the book* 
of the corporation in relation to the shortage 
of W in. Gray, late Treasurer, but at pres­ 
ent the exact am ount of the defalcation 
canfiot be learned w ith certainly. 
In an 
interview this m orning w ith two of the 
principal Directors who are anxious that 
their nam es should be withheld, the fol­ 
lowing facts wi re learned : Last Friday a 
deficiency was discovered by an exam iner 
appointed by the Directors, and on Satur­ 
day Gray came to tlie office and was con- 
fionted with the charge. 
He, after a m o­ 
m ent or two, confessed his crime, acknow l­ 
edging he had embezzled the funds of the 
corporation to an extent between $500,000 
and $600.000, but as to the use to which he 
put the money his only reply was “ B uild­ 
ing operations.” 
This recounting is be­ 
lieved to he true by the Directors, who «iy 
his operations of tliis character in Roxbury 
have been notorious. 
It ¡¡> also believed 
that Gray has fold the truth regarding the 
am ount embezzled, anil the Directors do 
not expect the deficit will exceed $600,000. 
On Sunday Gray, accompanied by his 
brother in-law and a party of gentlem en 
friends, went on board his yacht H uron 
and cruisi 1 about lire lower harbor and 
th e hay during the titty mid spent tlie night 
below, 
it is known that Gray has left the 
city, and it is thought he is m aking his 
way to Canada with a horse and buggy. It 
is not believed that he has carried any 
stolen money with him , as he is believed to 
have spent most of it.

It is a sign in the highest degree en­ 
couraging th at the people of the m ount­ 
ain hydraulic m ining sections are tu rn ­ 
ing their attention to the possibilities of 
th eir localities as producers of something 
better than slickens. 
H ere we have before us a fat volume on 
N evada county as a B artlett Pear Belt. 
It 
is issued by the Nevada County Land and 
Im provem ent Association, and is exposi­ 
tory of the horticultural resources, h ealth ­ 
fulness of climate, tem perature, rainfall, 
topography, facilities for irrigation, yield 
of fruits, prices of lands for sale, etc., in 
Nevada county. 
T he association which issues this hand­ 
somely illustrated work from its head­ 
quarters, Nevada City, is organized for the 
pur¡)ose of furnishing liome-seekers in the 
foothills with inform ation relative to the 
quality and productiveness of the soil, its 
adaptability to horticultural and agri­ 
cultural productions, the location of vacant 
Governm ent, school and railroad lands, 
and improved farms and orchards, which 
are for sale. 
The purposes of the associa­ 
tion are to promote immigration and en­ 
courage settlement. 
Maps and statistics 
arc kept on file in its office, showing the 
location of all vacant lands—Government, 
school or railroad—and these are corrected 
m onthly. 
Persons visiting th e office for 
the purpose of securing land for settle­ 
m ent are furnished with all the desired 
information, taken to such tracts as are 
for sale, and afibrded every facility for 
gaining such a knowledge of the resources 
of Nevada as will enable them to form a 
correct opinion of the county. 
T his is the right kind of work. 
It is 
home missionary effort certain to meet 
with rich reward. 
Instead of sitting down 
and bemoaning the fate of the hydraulic 
m ining industry, this energetic, brave- 
hearted people propose to build up their 
county on a new basis, and to bring all its 
resources into active contribution to the 
support of the people.

U n io n does not undertake to say th at 
this action is the result of its advice long 
since given, but it is in line w ith the con­ 
stant expression of this journal. 
W e have 
never believed that the subjection and 
stoppage of hydraulic m ining, means ruin 
to the communities heretofore dependent 
upon it. 
Its cessation certainly means 
grave injury and a tim e of suffering, per­ 
haps. 
But th at period we have always 
held must lie lim ited, and th at there will 
follow sincere legitim ate effort to develop 
new industries, ample rew ard and the 
prosperity of the people—more abund­ 
ant prosperity, in time, than ever flowed 
from hydraulic m ining operations.

The hydraulic m iners have been beaten from 
th eir last retreat.

No good citizen w ill be found aiding or 
counseling antagonism s, nor an y th in g else th at 
is calculated to interfere w ith dom estic h a r­ 
mony and the prom otion of all the business te- 
tcrcsis o f the com m onw ealth. It isn 't dignified 
an d legitim ate journalism to do so, and we have 
hu t little respect for the journalist w ho persists 
in such a course, especially w hen th e reason 
for it has passed away. 
It »s had enough for the 
people o f the m ining counties to have to sub­ 
m it to injury, and a generous victor in the con­ 
test would not add insult. 
The people of the valley fully appreci­ 
ate the spirit of this expression, and will 
cordially second the thought that the time 
has come for utter cessation, along with 
hydraulic mining, of all expressions th at 
irrittte the people or hinder them in the 
effort to rehabilitate their counties with 
industries, the results of which do n et 
work destruction to valley sections.

our neighbors of the m ountains take the 
suggestion to themselves, and stop all this 
silly and

T H E W A TER E IG H T S D EBATE. 


W hoever has calmly foUev cd the pro­ 
ceedings of the two legislative liodies now 
in session in this city, and the debates on 
the subject of water rights, must have been 
convinced by this time that the irrigation 
question is far more involved than those 
citizens who favored the extraordinary 
sofeion of th e legislature w ith the hope 
of settling the m atter out of hand in two 
or three days, have been w illing to con­ 
cede. 
W e have said from th e outset th at 
the wisdom necessary for th e elucidation 
of the problem has not lieen thought out, 
and that it ought to be as speedily as is 
possible to hum an understanding. 
There 
have been extrem ists on both sides, who 
would listen to no suggestion whatever! 
and they have impeded progress. 
T he 
conservative thought 
th at has realized 
the vastness of the problem, and the in­ 
tricate character of the question, the im ­ 
portant part played by the vested rights 
of citizens, the involvement due to a sys­ 
tem of laws that have recognized both 
appropriation of water to private use, and 
also the right of the riparian owner, has 
not and docs not yet sec its way clearly to 
wise and equitable adjustm ent of the issues 
joined and their proper settlement by 
legislation. 
I t is the easiest thing in the 
world to charge the man who declines to 
agree with you w ith «■orruption; with 
lieing the tool of your opponent and devoid 
of honest conviction. The assault upon mo­ 
tive is an attack any one one can make, but 
it is 
the 
lowest 
form 
of response 
to the argument advanced against you, not 
to say the wickedest. 
But whether or not 
there has been corruption, w hether or not 
men have 
bartered 
their- convictions, 
enough has developed in the present ses­ 
sion of the Legislature to demonstrate 
th at there is more information needed by 
all the people upon the subject; th a t 
neither the citizens of the State at large 
nor their representatives in the Legisla­ 
ture have ordinarily clear and unpreju­ 
diced conceptions a- yet of precisely w hat 
should be done. 
The things known are 
that this State needs a comprehensive sys­ 
tem of irrigation and th at speedily, yet one 
sufficiently flexible to accommodate the 
varying clim atic ami topographical condi­ 
tions of our extended territory ; that there 
must be,'and will he in time, and ought to 
he now, wise utilization of all waters th at 
can be availed of to feed irrigable lands ; 
th at the surplus and waste waters ought to 
be, and will lie, saved to the needs of irri­ 
gation ; th at the integrity of the navi­ 
gable streams, and the tributaries that 
make them such, must lie preserved. 
The 
belief gains ground daily that the solution 
of the question, which ought to be arrived 
at w ith speed and certainty, will he found 
in State control of all waters th at can lie 
applied to irrigation uses, and, if need he, 
the exercise of the sovereign power of the 
State to secure to it an irrigation system 
that will duly regard vested rights and yet 
prevent any monopolization of water. We 
have no sym pathy w hatever with the ex­ 
treme partisan-shouting that, for opinion’s 
sake, denounces one set of men as “ water- 
grabbers, thieves and cutthroats,” and 
another as “ riparian hogs, vandals and 
thugs.” 
A ll such vituperation, abuse and 
exchange of expletives but hinder and 
delay arrival at the solution of the prob­ 
lem. and only serve to obscure the public 
vision and perplex the public mind. 
W e 
are not to arrive any more speedily at the 
ultim ate wisdom of the question by tra­ 
versing the avenues of tilth and indulging 
in the hog-wash of vituperation, or by as­ 
sailing the motives of men and charging 
fraud and corruption right and left, and 
denying all honesty of motive and all 
patriotic devotion. 
W hatever is accom­ 
plished in the m atter of irrigation systems 
will be soonest attained and w ith least 
friction, by getting the question up and 
out of the wallow and m ire of selfishness 
into the realm of cold inquiry, thoughtful 
debate and deliberate conviction. 


THE LATE TRAGEDY, 


T h e story goes that Mr. Secretary Bay­ 
ard is eating such huge slices of humble 
pie from the Cutting bakery, th at he con­ 
templates, in consequence of political dys­ 
pepsia, throwing up his portfolio. 
It is 
not reasonable. 
lie was hasty in making 
the demand for the unconditional surren­ 
der of the foolish newspaper man, but he 
was certainly backed at the time by the 
sentiment of the country. 
Now th at all 
the facts have develojied, lie realizes that 
he was too hasty in yielding to popular 
outcry, as do all sensible people, and lie 
accordingly appoints an agent to investi­ 
gate th e case. 
If Mr. Bayard was misled 
by the statements of our Consul and pushed 
to speedy action by the nervousness of Con­ 
gress and the public, and now finds th at he 
was wrong in his demand, he is precisely 
the man to make the amende honorable 
and to stand to his post.

C O M ’IKCATION' OF T H E EXAM INA­ 


TION o f McW h o r t e r 


F o r th e S h o o tin g o f T. G. R o b in so n 
— T e stim o n y 
o f W itn e sse s— 
R o b in s o n 's T h re a ts . 


The taking of testim ony in the exam ina­ 
tion of M ilton M cW horter, charged with 
the m urder of T. G. Robinson, which wa3 
commenced in the Police Court before 
Judge H enry Monday evening, was resumed 
at 9 a . 
m . yesterday. The defendant, ac­ 
companied by his little daughter, was in 
C ourt and occupied seats near his attor­ 
neys. 
The first witness exam ined was l>r. W . 
R. Cluuess. 
H e said he was called to see 
Mr. Robinson at his room, N street, be­ 
tween Seventeenth and Eighteenth, shortly 
after the shooting. H e described the wound 
as being two inches below the unciform 
cartilage, four in c h « above the navel and 
one-half inch left c f 
the middle line. 
A round the wound was a m ark from 
powder burn, about the size of a dollar. 
H e died at 10:45 a . 
m . next day. The 
wound was necessarily fatal. The doctor 
then described m inutely the post mortem 
exam ination, describing the course of the 
bullet through the center of the lower 
bowel, the pancreas, diaphragm and left 
lobeof lung, lodgingbeiween the nintli and 
tenth rib, one and a half inches left 
of the spine. 
From 
where the bul­ 
let 
entered 
the 
body 
it 
ranged 
upwards about six' inches and to the left 
about one and a quarter inches. 
The 
doctor remained with the wounded man 
until 7 o'clock the next morning. 
At the 
suggestion of friends, witness told Robin­ 
son that it would be proper for him to 
m ake some statement, telling him that the 
chances* were that he would die. I)rs. 
Tyrrell and Gardner were with witness. 
Did not tell him that death would result 
im m ediately. 
The bullet was produced 
and offered in evidence. Here the prosecu­ 
tion rested. 


t h e d e fe n s e. 
Senator Cross said that the defense would 
be able to prove that Mr. Robinson, for 
some reason, for several days had been 
m aking personal threats against the de­ 
fendant to a num ber of persons. 
His 
threats were alike in character and had 
been m ade to different parties at different 
times and places. W e will prove that he 
came to the State House, where Mc­ 
W horter was 
stopping, passed up and 
down in front of the hotel, and, so far as 
possible, defendant had kept out of his 
way. They would make it clear to the 
Court that M cW horter acted solely in self­ 
defense; that he had reasonable grounds 
and apprehensions that Mr. Robinson wns 
about to take his life, or at least to do him 
great bodily harm. 
Ro b in so n's t h r e a t s. 
Seth M artin, a resident of Nevada county 
the next witness, said he had been ac­ 
quainted with M cW horter for six or seven 
months, and Robinson for two years or 
more. On the 2d of August lie' had a 
conversation with Mr. Robinson in front of 
the Capital Hotel, in this city, in which 
Robinson alluded to some publications in 
the Marysville Democrat, safd the editor 
was a liar, and that he intended to thrash 
him to pieces and not leave a whole bone 
in his body. 
W itness said he remonstrated 
with Mr. Robinson, calling his attention to 
the disparagement in size and strength be­ 
tween them , and said, “ If you do anything 
have him locked up, and not use violence.” 
Robinson replied that he did not care a 
what his friends thought of it : he was 
going below the next day, and if he m et 
him , even if it was in the G rand A rm y 
headquarters, he would knock him down 
and stam p the life out of him . 
W it­ 
ness again remonstrated with him, and 
told him he m ight be m istaken in his man. 
M cW horter was a preacher, and those fel­ 
lows that “ fight by the grace of G od” 
were sometimes very hard to handle. 
He 
saw Robinson afterwards, but not to speak 
to him . 
Last Tuesday m orning, August 
10th, lie spoke to McW horter in the Senate 
postotlice and asked him if he had received 
a message from him through Mr. O’Brien, 
lie replied that he had. 
W itness then 
stated that lie had told O’Brien of R obin­ 
son’s threats 
against 
M cW horter, and 
asked him to comm unicate the same to the 
latter. 
Robinson was a m an who would 
weigh 200 pounds, was over six feet in 
bight, and could easily whip a half-dozen 
men like M cW horter. 
At one tim e he got 
M cW horter away from the State House, be­ 
cause Robinson was there and he feared 
trouble. “ Uncle Davey Hershev was pres­ 
ent,” said witness, “ and heard the con­ 
versation between Robinson and m yself 
regarding M cW horter, in front of the Capi­ 
tal Hotel. 
All I know about M cW horter 
is, that he is an editor of a paper, a m inis­ 
ter of the gospel, and a m an who believes 
in cinching the m iners.” 
On cross-examination he said Robinson 
told him that McW horter had vilified him 
or slandered him in the M arysville Demo­ 
crat. Robinson and witness were friends. 


A YO LO f a r m e r 's TESTIM ONY. 
D. N. Hershey, a Yolo farmer, said he 
knew M cW horter, and was introduced to 
Robinson some two weeks ago—on the day 
of the conversation in front of the Capital 
Hotel testified to by Mr. M artin. On that 
day Robinson was very angry and bitter 
about some publication. M artin was in ­ 
sinuating that he was showing partiality'— 
allowing some m iners to hydraulic and 
m aking others shut down. Robinson used 
very harsh language about some one. 
He 
said he was not going to suffer such tliiDgs. 
He was going to punish somebody. 
He 
was talking violently against the editor of 
the Democrat. It was the first time I ever 
saw the gentleman, and I thought he 
was very vehem ent and violent, and acted 
as if lie meant what he said. There seemed 
to be a dispute between M artin and Robin­ 
son. M arlin accused the latter of shutting 
down one 
m ine and allowing another 
alongside to run. 
Robinson said it was 
not so. 
M artin said he knew what he was 
talking about, and Robinson said he knew 
w hat be was talking about. They were 
somewhat excited. T hink their conversa­ 
tion was based upon a publication. Have 
known M cW horter eight or ten years, and, 
so far as I know, he is a quiet, peaceable 
man. 
On cross-examination, witness said he 
had not seen m uch of McW horter for the 
past two years. 


A M UTUAL FR IEN D TESTIFIES. 
D. B. Lowrey, a resident of Marysville 
and a stage driver, was the next to testify. 
Had known both deceased and defendant 
for about two years, and was friendly with 
both of them . On the 8th of August had a 
conversation w ith Robinson regarding Mc­ 
W horter in front of the Capital Hotel in 
this city. 
Robinson asked me if I knew 
where McW horter was. H e said h e had 
published a lie about him in his paper, and 
the first tim e he met him he would stam p 
th e 
out of him , and that McW horter 
had not friends enough in Marysville to 
prevent him from doing it. 
He told me to 
tell McW horter that when he saw him he 
would stam p his -— — out. In a physical 
encounter 
with 
Robinson 
M cW horter 
would stand about as much show as I 
would with a prize-fighter. I told M cW hor­ 
ter in the W estern Hotel at Marysville 
what Robinson told me to tell him, and 
told him also to be on his guard. 
Mc­ 
W horter’s reputation for peace and quiet­ 
ness is good. 
On cross-examination, he said the publi­ 
cation referred to by Robinson was regard­ 
ing som ething that transpired in Nevada 
City, intim ating that Robinson had fled 
from a hurtling house of ill fame. R obin­ 
son denounced the publication as a lie. 


TESTIMONY OF AN EX-JUDGE. 
J. H. Craddock, a Marysville attorney, a 
gentleman who served as Superior Judge 
of Sutter county for ten years, was next 
called to the witness stand. 
He said he 
was slightly acquainted with Mr. R obin­ 
son, having been introduced to him by- 
Mr. 
M cW horter 
about a year 
and a 
half 
ago. 
H e 
did 
not 
see 
him 
again until 
the 
second day of 
this 
month. 
He had known M cW horter for 
seven or eight years. The next time he 
m et Robinson was at the depot in this city, 
when witness was en route to the G. A. R. 
encam pm ent at San Francisco. The depot 
was crowded. Robinson spoke to m e and 
giving his nam e asked, •• Do you know 
where th a t------------------- M cW horter is?” 
I replied to him rather jocularly that I was 
not keeping tally of that kind of characters 
that w eek; that I was looking after G rand 
A rm y boys. H e then added, " Well, th at’s 
w hat he is, and I would like to liave you 
tell him that when I meet him I will stam p 
h is 
—- out.” 
I told him I did not 
carry 
such 
news, and 
that 
he 
had 
better 
deliver 
it 
in 
person. 
H e 
then 
added, 
“ W ell, 
when 
I 
meet 
him I will stam p the 
out of him .” 
On the Sth of August, one week ago last 
Sunday, I saw him 
talking with Mr. 
Lowrey in front of the Capital Hotel. 


Lnwrey shortly afterw ards oommuntcated 
to me the threats Robinson made at that 
tim e to him regarding M cW horter. 
I then 
thought Robinson had a fixed purpose of 
injuring M cW horter. 
I went hom e that 
day and had another talk with M cW horter, 
having m et him at San Francisco, and told 
him oif (tie threats m ade by Robinson at 
the Sacramento depot. In m y conversa­ 
tion with M cW horter on the 8th, I told 
him , in m y judgm ent, it was a serious 
m atter ; that 1 was satisfied that Robinson 
m eant to do him great bodily harm , and 
for him to look out for him and lie pre­ 
pared to defend himself. 
I advised him to 
be on his guard. 
I considered such advice 
m y duty to any friend whose life was 
threatened. 
On cross-examination, witness testified 
th at Robinson said that M cW horter had 
lied about him. 
W illiam Robinson, the next witness, said 
he was a brother of the deceased. The lat­ 
ter, at the tim e of his death, was aged 43 
i years, 10 m onths and 13 days. 
City Attorney H art testified that he had 
known defendant for some years. 
W hile 
witness was engaged in the publication of 
the Journal, at W illows, he issued a re­ 
ligious journal for defendant, and the lat­ 
ter learned the “ art preservative” at the 
cases in the Journal office. H is reputation 
for peace at.d quietness was very good. 
Jam es O’Brien, a Yuba county fanner 
and stock-raiser, gave his testimony, which 
in all respects was sim ilar to that given at 
the Coroner’s inquest, a lengthy synopsis 
of which was published on Friday last in 
the R f.c o rh -U n io n . 
In addition he said 
when he communicated Robinson's threats 
to M cW horter the latter seemed to be very 
much annoyed and worried. 
M cW horter 
was no m atch for Robinson, the latter 
could hold him out with one hand and 
beat his brains out with the other. Mc­ 
W horter’s reputation for peace and quiet 
in M arysville is very good. 
WilUara C. Sm iih, an eye witness to the 
sail and deplorable tragedy, was the next 
witness. 
His testimony differed in no par­ 
ticular from that given at the Coroner’s in­ 
quest. and which has already been pub­ 
lished: 
At 11 
a . m. further exam ination of wit­ 
nesses was postponed to 9 A. »t. to-day.

would favor sending th e resolution to a c tmmit- 
tee of five. 
Reddy explained his rem añ?, to w hich some 
Senators seem ed to have tak en exception. 
He 
had not referred to anybody’s rem aining silent 
under the Post’s criticism*, but to events in the 
past. He would pu t his foot upon th e allega­ 
tion th at he had subm itted silently to any 
charges of corruption, and his fu e against th at 
of any m an th a t so asserted. 
Gross said th at, not being a can d id ate for any 
public place, he therefore had no favors to curry 
w ith new spapers. W hen the Pi- ‘ elm 'ge Sen­ 
ators w ith being guilty of bribery, and in the 
absence of any evidence o f repentance on its 
part, if would be cow ardly in th e Senate to re­ 
scind its resolution of expulsion. 
He believed 
in the liberty o f the press, bu t not iu giving it 
unbridled license to slan d er honorable m en. He 
was prepared to sustain th e action of the ¡Senate 
in expelling the Post, and th e Senate should 
stam p w itn ignom iny so unscrupulous an organ. 
Ho would m ove to indefinitely postpone the 
resolution. 
K night wns glad to know that the Senator 
from Mono had disclaim ed any im putation on 
the p art of those m aligned Senators w ho had 
seen fit not to reply to the Port* charge*. At the 
tim e the m atter was i¡r>t before th e Senate, he 
thought it in better taste to allow Senators 
whose characters were not attacked to vindi­ 
cate the honor o f the Senate. In his four years’ 
legislative experience he had n e v erencouirercd 
such villauy as th at ex hibited by th e P >.<* in its 
attack upon certain m em bers of th e Senate. 
He could not understand bow any Senator 
could construe th e article re'erred to as an y ­ 
thing less than a charge of corruption against 
certain Senators, 
lie read the article iu the 
Post and proceeded to criticise it at length. It 
looked to him as it th e resolution to rescind the 
form er action of the Senate w as th e result ol 
yesterday’s vote upon the bill concerning the 
ow nership, etc.. o f w aters in this State, and was 
instigated by a desire to infcreutially substanti­ 
ate the charges referred to. 
T aylor agreed w ith Senator K night, and spoke 
at length against the resolution. 
He could not 
see th a t th e Senate had m ade any m istake iu 
expelling th e person who had libeled it. 
Spencer w ithdrew his m otion to m ake the 
resolution th e special order for th e following 
day at 11 a . m . 
* 
T he m otion o f Cross to indefinitely postpone 
was th en carried unanim ously. 


THE SPECIAL ORDER. 
T he Senate then resum ed •onsideration of tlie 
Del Valle bill “ concerning th e ow nership, ap­ 
propriation, diversion, and use o f w aters in this 
State.” 
K night offered an am endm ent to Section 1, 
providing th a t 
“ the w aters of all natu ral 
stream s,” referred to in th e bill, shflll be w aters 
in w hich there is no private ow nership.” 
T aylor offered as a substitute therefor the 
w ords “ th e right to the use of w hich is not 
vested in private ow nership.” 
K night accepted th e substitute in lieu of his 
am endm ent. 
Pending discussion thereon, the h o u r o f recess 
arrived. 
A fte rn o o n S essio n . 
On reassem bling, Reddy got th e lloor and 
spoke against th e am endm ent. 
He regarded it 
as absurd to declare th a t we will not take aw ay 
vested rights—a thing th a t could not possibly 
be done u nder the law . 
No enactm ent of the 
Legislature can do such a thing except in the 
m anner prescribed by th e law of em inent do­ 
m ain. 
T aylor adm itted there m ight be som ething in 
th a t statem ent, b u t if so it ought to be applied 
to the proposed enactm ent. 
W hitney opposed the am endm ent, as not be­ 
ing germ ain, and as being filled w ith error. 
Boone thought the am endm ent necessary to 
m ake th e m eaning of th e section definite and 
intelligible. 
Wo arc here to m ake laws for the 
guidance of Courts and for th e benefit of the 
people, and should m ake our enactm ents as 
clear as possible. 
The question was further debated by Messrs. 
K night. W hitney, Reddy. Saxe and others. 
Spencer declared the w hole list of declarations 
to be absolute bosh, bu t insisted th at if the Leg­ 
islature is to spread a lot of bosh on th e cages of 
its stc tote books, it should interject a little set se 
aud r- *on into it if possible. 
T he speaker, by 
illustration, showed how a riparian 
ow ner 
m iglii by robbed or despoiled of his w ater 
rights through his inability to lollow law suit 
niter law suit through th e Courts to a final con- 
elusion in th e Suprem e Cuurt. 
The bill under 
consideration could only have th e effect of 
m aking litigation, but if it i> to becom e a law 
we m ight as well as not declare a few facts to 
be facts. 
M< 
lure held th a t the am endm ent u nder dis­ 
cus*! »n is fully covered by th e Johnson am end­ 
m ent passed on the preceding day, but for 
H cnvtxi's sake let it be p u t in again—put it in 
h alf a dozen tim es and term inate the discussion. 
It conld do n eith er harm n o r good, but let it be 
n u t in by all m eans. 
* The am endm ent was lost—ayes, 14; noes, 18. 
McClure m oved to reconsider th e vote by 
w hich Reddy’s am endm ent was defeated on 
W ednesday of la¿t w eek, w hich am endm ent 
provided th a t “the English common law o f ri­ 
parian rights, so far as it conflicts w ith th is Act, 
shall not lie recognized as a rule of decision in 
any of th e Courts o f this State.” 
Davs spoke at length against th e proposition. 
He quoted liberally from th e w orks of Bayard 
Sm ith concerning irrigation in foreign coun­ 
tries, and also criticised the reports of state E n­ 
gineer H all. The gentlem an spoke for two

May said th at w hile the bill m ade provision 
for th e possible expenses of about two weeks, 
an earlier adjournm ent o f th e Legislature would 
leave all th e m oney not required for expenses 
in the Treasury.

HEREAS, TH E LEGISLATURE O F THE 
State of C alifornia, at its Tw enty-sixth 
Session, beginning on th e fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hu n d red an d eighty-five, two- 
thirds o f all the m em ber? elected to each o f the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed th e following am endm ent of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten a n d Eleven of A rticle 
T hirteen, of th e C onstitution of the State of 
C alifornia: 


A M E N D M E N T N U M B E R O aNE. 


Section 1. All property in th e State, except 
railroads, uot exem pt u n d er the laws o f th e 
U nited States, shall be tax ed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained aa provided by law. 
The word property, as used in th is article and 
section, is nereby declared to include m oneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises aiuffall 
other m atters an d things, real, personal and 
m ixed, capable of private ow nership; provided% 
th a t grow ing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and such as m ay belong to 
th e U nited States, th is State, or any county or 
m unicipal corporation w ith in th is State, shall 
be exem pt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deem ed to be and shall be 
assessed and taxed as a p art of th e really; and, 
provided further, th at railroads shall be taxed as 
provided' in Section Ten ot this article; aud, 
provided further, th a t th e Legislature m ay p ro ­ 
vide for the exem ption from taxation of snips 
and vessels ow ned and registered or enrolled in 
th is State, or m ay tax sucn ships and vessels on 
th e ir gross or net earnings, in lieu of an ad val­ 
orem tax. T he L egislature m ay also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by m ortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona fide residents >f this Stale. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 


Sec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law. require 
each taxpayer in this State to m ake an d deliver 
to th e County Assessor, annually, a statem ent 
u nder oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty. real and personal, except railroad property, 
as defined in Section Ten of this article, ow ned 
ny such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, at tw elve o’clock m eridian, on th e 
first M onday in M arch. 


Sec. 10. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in th e county, city, city and couaty, tow n, tow n­ 
ship, or d istrict in w hich it ia situated, in the 
m an n er provider! by law. 
Every corporation 
and person ow ning or operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, iu th is State, shall, on or 
before th e first day of July o f each year, pay to 
th e State T reasurer an an n u al ta x of two and 
a h a lf per cent upon the gross earnings, e arn ed 
w ithin this State, o f such railroad, for th e year 
ending upon th e thirty-first day of Decem!»er 
n ex t preceding, w hich tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon th e fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadw ay, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations an d th eir 
appurtenances, an d upon ferryboats, w hen op­ 
erated as a p art of sucn railroad, and upon the 
shares of th e capital stock, and upon th e m ort­ 
gage*», deeds of trust, contracts o r other obliga­ 
tion by w hich a debt is secured upon fuch prop­ 
erty. All o th er property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person suall be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross an n u al earnings earned during th e year 
ending en th e thirty-first day of Decem ber last 
preceding, of all railroads, shall be, annually, 
before the first day of May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by the State B oard o f Equalization, 


shall be added to th e earnings m ade w holly 
w ith in th e State, and the total th u s obtained 
sh all be taken and deem ed to be the gross earn­ 
ings of such railroads for all purposes o f assess­ 
m ent and taxation. 
For every purpose of th is 
section, except for th e purpose of ascertaining 
th e proportion o f interstate e a n iin p to be added 
to th e earnings m ade w holly w ithin this State, 
all railroads operated as one system shall be 
treated as one road. O ne-third of th e tax paid 
by corporations or persons ow ning o r operating 
railroads u nder th e provisions of th is section 
shall becom e p art of the G eneral F und o f this 
State, and tw o th ir Is th ereo f shall be paid to 
the county or counties in w hich said ra i’road ia 
situated, in proportion to the length of the rail­ 
road operated in th e several counties. 
For th e 
purposes o f th is section a consolidated city aud 
county sh all la* treated as a com .ty. 
Any corpo- 
rution. as'oeift ion. partnership, person or per­ 
sons, unlaw fully failing cr refusing to pay th e 
tax herein provided, w hen the sam e shall bc- 
o une due. o r n i bin thirty days thereafter, shall 
be deem ed to have w aived th e ir right to operate 
th eir railroads w ith in this State. 
The taxes 
her* in provided for, together w ith such p enalties 
o» th e Legislature m ay im pose for the nun pay­ 
m ent thereof, shall be a lieu upon th e property 
hereinbefore in th is section designated, anil m ay 
l»e enforced in such m anner as the Legislature 
m ay by law prescribe.

A m oment later the Post cor­ 
respondent shot upwards through the air 
as a battering ram, and his clenched fist 
collided with the right Senatorial optic 
with such force and precision, that the rep­ 
resentative from Santa Cruz will hereafter 
probably be obliged to wear that useful 
m em ber in a sling. The Senator reeled 
backwards and received a bail-storm of 
blows as he retreated. 
Luckily for the 
Sauta Cruz Senator, at this m oment Sena­ 
tors McClure and Lowe, and Andy Law­ 
rence, the Examiner correspondent, hove in 
sight, and under McClure’s inspiring war 
whoop, “ Ho, comrades. Senators! 
To the 
rescue!” they descended upon the warriors 
ju st in tim e to save the rem aining eye of 
Senator Knight from obliteration.
